The humble petition of the inhabitants of 
Nanaimo to Mis F.xcellen<;y dames 
Douglas Esi|., Companion of tho i\Iost 
Honorable Order of the Bath, and Gov- 
ernor ol British Columbia, Vancouver 
Island and its dependencies: 

The petition liuraldy showeth that this is 
the hailing place for large numbers of 
Northern lndia;.s going to and from Vic- 
toria ; ;hat at the present time there are 
upwards of a thousandj.eiicaihpeid:hero<;. that 
an ill-feeling exists between them and tho 
Nanaimo Indians, and that several quarrels 
liave already occurred, which have with 
some diiiicultv lieen quieted, and bloodshed 
prevented by' the friendly interference of 
the inhabitants. 

We, tlie under.-igned, cannot disitmse 
from ourselv.'s the d;inger that a serious 
collision may at any time take place l-e- 
tweeii those "tribes, in which case those of 
Nanaimo will lly to us for protection; a 
number ,d' ihi'in. being in our emploympnt, 
will be involved in thequarrel.

Gas Monopoly. 

We are willing to lend every enoourage- 
luenl to any enterprising individual or cor- 
poratB body who raay invest their capital in 
the tnanufaoture and sale of gas. But we 
ore not disposed to view the investment in 
any other lishl than a purely commercial 
speculation. When an attempt is niaile to 
obtain a monopoly— an exclusive riL;IU— 
and that for' a long seiies of yt-ars, u e very 
iiiitiirally oppose it on orcliiiiiry busiiicaa 
piiiici|)res. No niie uouUl think of granting 
a nioiiupoly to any one liuliviLiual or corpo- 
nilo buily for tliu coustruolion of brick or 
stone houses in this town, although they 
were the (irsl to propose to erect substantial 
brick or stone buildings. Such a proposition 
would be treated assinfipiy ridiculous. And 
yelif we look back wo can readily perceive 
that in several instances from five to twenty 
thousand dollars have been invested in sub- 
stantial hotels and warehouses, whilst the 
certainty of our becoming speedily a flour- 
ishing commercial mart was shrouded in 
doubt. The projectors or owners of these 
birKlin^-s at perhaps double the eosl at 
u liioh ihey can be erected now, constructed 
them, knowing at the same lime that if dis- 
appointed in the success of the place, 
the investment would prove a losing one, 
and ilieif piles of brick and Stone be 
immovable, ami thus the capital be' next to 
;i dead lu~s. Taking M much risk, is it not 
natural tliat the Government should afford 
them protection against others ' making a 
similar outlay, which v»ouId redaoe 'the 
rental or otherwisn lower the value of the 
investment? It certainly is just as reason- 
able as the proposition that a gas company 
should have ihe exclusive right to manufac- 
ture and sell gas for a number of years— s-ay 
fourteen years. What good reason can a 
gas company offer to prove the necessity of 
an exclusive right? They may say that 
tliey bury a portion of the capital in pijies 
laid under tiio streets, and in case liie -pixu- 
liition should prove a failure ihey wonlil be 
too cosily 10 exiuime, and consequently the 
compiiny wunl.l iunir a great \o<-^. Hut 
wlial is the d;lference between ga-^ pipes 
anil brick ur stone buildings ! No ditlerence, 
except one is under the Street and the other 
above and ou the side of the street. Brick 
ualls cannot be pulled to pieces and be car- 
ried away. But gas pipes, gasometers and 
jetorts- may be removed. If there is any 
advantage in the two kinds of speculation 
at all, the gas investment would be more 
certain of not being a total loss in ca- e ot 
a failure of support than tho other. As 
far then as tho general principle of trade 
is concerned, a monopoly would be wrong, 
and as to the material invesie.l in on the 
risk of our growmg prosperous ttie gas com- 
pany would have a decided advantage. 

We are assured by an experienced inanu- 
faolurer of gas, that SIO.OUO would be capi- 
tal onough to make and supply i;as witliin 
the business limits of Vuiona loi- some 

years to no. Kiom annul hi.'owledge,

opened. The moral tone of members need be 
very high if they can withstand the bomts 
of a few shares as a reward for shouldering 
through a third reading a gas monopoly, or 
any other moiinpoly. 



TnK Poi.rcKMAN's Doo.— At the police 
barracks they have a slut that came to 
the place about fifteen months ago, whon 
the establislimcnt was first opened, and 
took up her quarters in the entry of the 
building. At first she exhibited a decided 
inclination to follow almost any one who 
showed her kindness; but in a few weeks 
sho became well acquainted with all iho 
members of the force, and commenced to 
accompany them about, on their various 
beats through the town, a practice which 
she has continued up to tho present time. 
Whenever a posse of policemen are ordered 
out on special duty, ''Fanny " is sure to get 
wind of tho allair, and before they have 
gone twenty paces from the building, sho 
will bo at their heels. She shows no de- 
cided preference for any one member of the 
force, but will tollow any of them whon 
called, whether he be in uniform or not; 
but when a policeman has left the force,

her to follow him. At night, when a 
prisoner is being brought in, "Fanny" 
is always on hand; and if the victim 
be unruly, or lags behind the officer, 
he is sure to receive a slight admonition to 
" move on" from her teeth in his leg, or 
some other part of his body ; if he attempts 
to run, he is held firmly, until assistance 
arrives. " P''aniiy'.s" greatest delight is in 
watching a portion of tho cliain-gaiig that is 
kept at work in the jail-yard, and there she 
will lay for hours, noticing ttieir every 
movement, and testifying by low growls her 
disapprobation of any unnecessary conver- 
sation or stir on their part. She can " spot" 
a "jail-bird" on sight, and ifirwhile.run-i 
iiing aliout town, she comes across a man 
who has once been an inmate of the prison, 
she gives him a wide berth, and generally 
takes the opposite side of the street, for 
fear, no doubt, that he will seek to renew 
the acquaintance, or revenge himself upon 
her for sundry growls which she has hon- 
ored him with during his confinement. 
Who she originally belonged to no one 
knows ; but it is thought her master must 
have been arrested by the police about the 
time of her first a])pearanre at the barracks, 
and that when he was set at libi^rly fihe 
missed him, and h is ever since been hang- 
ing about waiting for his re-app>Miraiice. As 
a detective, " Fanny" is invaluable ; and 
the more dismal or rainy the night, the 
more certain will sho be found with the 
patrolmen on their beats.

Mr. Frankli.i presented a petition, signed 
by 100 residen-.s of Victoria, asking for the 
passa;j;c of the Gas Bill. 

Mr.'Fninklin .siiid he wished it to bo un- 
derstood that in presenting the petition, he 
did not entirely approve of the Bill. 

Mr. Waddington introduced his Bill to 
amend the law for the llfgistralion of Vot- 
ers. The registration is lo be on the Ist o 
October iu each year. Passed to second 
reailiiig. . , 

The House went into committee on ttie 
Incorporation Bill, IMr. Crease in the chair 

Mr. Waddington complained that the bill 
which ho brought in a.s an amendment to 
ihe Incorporation Bill of Mr. Gary, had bee ii 
ini.sliiid, and he did not feel like going in^ 
discussion on the subject until it was found . 

Mr. Gary — 1 have perused the hon. mem- 
ber's substitute, and have found that a ureat 
portion of it is very correct, and am willing 
to embody some of the clauses with my 
own. The bill has been taken from the 
Consolidated Statutes of Canada. It is the 
result of many statutes passed during a long^ 
municipal e.vistence. That coinitry has 
been prepared for municipal privileges. IJut 
there is nothing of the sort e.visting here— 
there has been no municipal education — the 
town is not prepared for this bill. The ex- 
pense of carrying on the governmout accord- 
ing to Mr. Waddington's bill, wonld be too 
heavy — it would amount to £.'J,700 per an- 
num. It is a burden the proposed corpora- 
lion cannot bear. There .ire many other 
points which I shall not mention here. 
There are many clauses in the lion, mem- 
ber's bill which are good, and which I shall 
adopt; but in the main it is too heavy— too 
cumbersome— for a young country like this. 
You want to put the weapons of a giant in 
the hands of a child. I wish to give the 
new corporation all the liberty imaginable; 
but this substitute would break it down be- 
fore it commenced to grow. 

Mr. Waddington — The lion, member must 
be mistaken in regard to the e.vpense which 
my substitute would entail upon the rnnni- 
pality. How the hon. member can make 
the expense £3,700, I cannot see. It is quite 
as easy a matter to introduce my system in 
a new country as in an old ono. When the 
hon. member says he wishes to give the 
corporation all the liberty imaginable, 1 can 
understand what he means ; but when his 
bill gives the Governor the approval of al- 
most ever by-law, I confess I am at fault. 
1 do not wish to see the arms of a giant 
placed in the hands of a child ; but I wish 
to see a sc■ll^ible incorporation bill given the 
people of Victoria. 

[Mr. Waddington's bill was hero handed 
to him— havmg been found in the Attorney 
General's ofiice.] 

Mr. Creasa-r-1; have thought over the mat- 
ter for some time back, and have bestowed 
upon it a great deal of attiMitioii. 1 have ex- 
amined bolh bills carefully, and I am cer- 
tainly in favor of embodying many of the 
sections in Mr. Waddington's bill with Mr. 
Cary'.s. All alterations, however, can very 
easily be made in Cominiltee of the Whole 
House. 

Mr. Foster— I had e.v;pected to find a bill 
brought in conlaiiiing the essence of both 
bills^ anil am surprised lo find on the table 
the same old bill, and an endeavor making 
to force it through the House. The mon- 
Kter has beeh'brought forth again— the pro- 
ducers are afraid to give the pecple ol this 
town a proper bill. We are told th;it we are 
to be "iveii a law which will meet the ^'f- 
ni''S o{ the people of this colony. There is 
not one single provision in the whole bill 
which .«ays how far the people are to go, or 
^vlii re iliey are to begin.: Mr. Waddington'* 
bill does both. Let us have a new bill.

Mr. Coles rose and explained that when 
ho voted that the Committee rise and report 
progress, he was under the iinpressioii that 
Mr.^Waddiiigtoirs bill had not been found. 

Mr, Foster believed that the lion, mcinher 
(Mr, Waddington) bad acted pcilccily jho- 
ijer in not bringing his bill belori! ili.' Seli'ct 
Conunittre which had iiad Mr. Cary s bill 
in thi'ir clur^ie. He no ddubl saw it would 
bo pcrtecrly useless lor liiin to cillerliis sug-

The House went into Committee on the 
bill providing for tho spoedy administration 
of justice in minor criminal cases— Mr, 
Waddington in the chair— which after the 
passage of several clauses was reported 
cottiplete, and passed by the House. 

Mr. Franklin's motion for theappointmerit 
of a committee to draw up an address to His 
Royal Higlines.s, the Prince of Wales, was 
adopted unanimously, and IVIessrs. Franklin, 
Crease and Foster appointed as such com- 
mittee. , 

House went into Committee of the V\ hole 
on the Incorporation Bill, .Mr. Crease in tho 
chair. 

Mr. Waddington declined having any- 
thing to do with the bill in its present form, 
and "soon alterwards withdrew. The follow- 
ing is the substance of the clauses adopted : 
The candidates for mayor and councilor."!, 
having the greatest number of votes shall 
be declared elected; two councilors to be 
elected from each ward; the returning of- 
ficer is to have a casting vote ; any person 
presenting himself as a candidate for the 
'of mayor or councillor, and who shall be 
elected, must serve or bo liable lo a line of 
£50, to be recovered before any Justice of 
the Peace; the voting shall be open ; the 
mayor and councilors shall be elected for 
one year. . 

The House then adjourned until Friday, 
August 3d.
